Prof. Alerander on the New 
The Sir Samuel Hall Oration 
was ddlivered at the Manchester 


7 University by Prof. S. Alexander, 


who spoke on the subject of 
* Philasophy aud Relativity. 
Prof, Alaxander said the propo- 
sition baneath the theary of rela- 
tivity was simply that the world 
was. made up of evants, Tho 
smallest particle wa could dis- 
cover: was something beppen- 
1 merely which was 
Time waa an essential constit 
‘ent of things: —Wecwere-all- opt 
to think that the world was 
sombthing spread out in space 
and consisted of little rest- 
ing hits of retention. Although 
the principle behind the theory 
was that the simplest thing in the 
world was anevent, the world was 
still the same world with which 
we had been familiar all our lives. 
We had just discovered that i 
waa a world of Jour dimensions 
instead of three, a disvavery, 
however, as fresh and romantic 
and simple sas) Monsieur 
Jourdain’s-discovery that he had 
been speaking prose alt bis life 
without knowing it, It meant 
that there waa no such thing as 
«nace without time ar time with. 
out »pace. Space and time were 
merely a diseection of something 
which we had to call “space 
tima” or “the ether of evant.” . 
Prof. Alexander proceeded to 
deal with the efforts with which 


| Peof. Einstein was associated, 


to discovar what kind of a 
world is must be if physical 
laws were the samo for all 
observers. He dealt at som 
length with the theory that in 
se neighbourhood of gravitatirs: 
matter the space-time vas b-nt 
or warred. The mathematical 
expression for this was a law to 
which tha’ Newtonisa law of 
gravitation approximated bus 
which was slightly differen. He 
emphasised-the fact_that we all 
had our own space Himes which 
differed in every instance. 

When ons had grasped the 
outlines of the theory, Prof, 
Alexander .proceeded, it seemed 
to produce a feeling of con-. 
sternation, as if the bottom had 
dropped from beneath our feet. 
Was the world simply the 
construction. of tha mind of 
the observer which differed 
from person to person? Were 
we to aay that there was no such 
thing as absolute reality at all? 
Those were the philosophical 
queations arigins out of the pby- 
sical theory. The answer to 
them was that we need not des- 
pair. The only absoluce thing 
which we must give up was the 
notion of absolute soace and al- 
solute time as they had been 
handed on to us fromm’ Newton. 
According tp Newton, we could 
think of ahsolute space, same 
point of which was completely as 
rest. In some years from now 
people would find it cifficult to 
understand’ how absolute space 
and time could possibly have 
been helieved in, in the Newton- 
inn osanse. “hen onc? we, 
hat gat Gruly fixed in our:

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OUR HARBOUR. 


The remarks made by the Hon. Mr. E.D.C. Wolfe at 
the complimentary tiffin given on board the Taivo Maru on 
Wednesday, anent the development of the harbour may 
have been in a somesbut humerous strain but they did. 
nevertheless, refer to a matter of seriousness and some 
urgency. In speaking of the size ef the vessel on which he 
was being entertained. Mr. Wolfe made mention of the 

* projected harbour development and favetiously remarked 
that if Hongkons had many more ships of large size 
‘visiting it, it would not be suv much a matter of putting 
hillsides into the sea to make wharfage room as of making 
an even larger harbour. The past week has witnessed the 
visit of three large ships at one time—the Empress of Asia, 

. the s.s, Wenatchee and the Taiyo Maru, and one could not 
help reflecting on the fact that. with the promise of more 
American liners and the new Empress of Canada, it is 
time this Colony heard a little more about the harbour 
development schezie wo 

It is many-mouths ago now since sir Maurice Fitz- 

“maurice visited us fer the purpose of advising the local 
Government on this matter. but no-one seems to have seen 
the report he made. It certainly has not been published 
and there has heen uv evidence to show that the Governinent 
is considering it with 2 view to putting whatever its 
recommendations might -be into operation. The report of 
the Harbour Master,. just issued. gives pretty plain 
indication that the shipping of this Port is fast growing 
to the dimensions it reached in the record vear of 

° 1912, and it takes but little imagination to realise 
that if such a state of affairs can exist during the present 

‘time of acute trade depression a revival of trade will 
witness a tremendous increase in the amount of tonnage 
visiting the harbour.’ In the matter of wharfage accom- 
modation this Colony’ is none too well served, and the 
need for dredging has often been remarked upon. One 
realises, of course. that it is essential to go slowly when 
such a big scheme and outlay is involved, but there would 
be a deal more public, satisfaction if there were a little 
evidence of our Government's activity in the matter. 

Almost every mail from the United States. brings us 
news of harbour’ developments on the Pacific Coast. 
Seattle and the Puget’ Sound authorities, Los Angeles. 
Portland, and other interests are engaged in keen competit- 
‘ion to attract shipping—not only present shipping but the 
increased shipping of the future. There has been talk of 
‘Manila competing with. Hongkong and’of other places try- 

_ ing to attract _a little of the big volume of trade which at 
present passes through this Port. We are not convinced 
that Hongkong will ever lose its preduminating position 
in the’South, but we do feel that the absence of serious 
competiticp should not lead our officials here into’a smug 
coinplacency and contentinent. If we had greater com- 
petition we should have a better Port; why cannot we have 
that better Port. without the competition?’ We are told 
that it. is coming, that all these improvements being asked 
for will be granted in good time. but there are not a few 
besides ourselves asking ‘| When?” - ;

The House-Tax Decision. 

The Legislative Council haa 
bean subjected to considerable 
criticism lately as not being 
amenable ta public opinion. 
renders the more gratifying the 
announcement that the Govern 
ment has decided to rescind the 
resolotian increasing the house- 
tax, which will therefore remain 
at 13 pertcent. The contemplated 
addition to the tax would have 
raised it to 20 per cent, signifying 
anadvance by more than 50 per 
cent. Bordensome at any time, 
such a levy calculated on the pre- 
sent inflated rentals would have 
constituted a serious charge upon 
the pockets of many ratepayers, 
who will eppreciata the remission 
accordingly. “Having to face a 
deficit, it davolved upon the 
Government to deviso ways and 
means, butin thisinstance, at any 
rate, its choice was not a happy 
one, Consequently it devolved, in 
torn, upon the community toamake 
its voice heard, and in holding 5 
joint conference, a coursa sug- 
gested by this journal, the Con- 
stitutional Reform Association 
and the Kowloon Ratepayers’ 
Association provided a platform 
for the - ventilation of 
well-gronoded grievance: Tha 
Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., the 
senior Unofficial Member, who 
presided over the meeting, put 
forward a lucid and cogent case, 
which, receiving geaeral endorsa- 
ment, has had the desired effect. 
There is reasam to believe that 
the new stamp duties are proving 
more productive than the Govern- 
ment anticipated, which willhelp 
to swell the Calony’s exchequer. 
While the organisers of the move- 
ment against the increased 
house-tax are to be congratulated 
upon the successful outcome of 
their representations, a word ma 
be added in token of the Govern- 
ment’s reasonableness. 


Hongkong’s Eclipse. 


Writing just before the start of 
tho Inter-Port cricket match, we 
said: | “The Shanghai team 
looks good, but at the least 
Hongkong stands a fair fighting 
chance.” <Abondantly has the 
northern team justified what wag 
said of it. As to the Colony’s 
representatives, one is a httla at 
ba loss what to say. By them- 
selves the figures suggest a 
lack of the fighting quality 
alluded to, though Hongkong will 
not readily accept such a con. 
clusion. It may be said at once 
without affectation that lock was 
onthe side of Shanghai, who 
batted ona splendid wicket and 
tnen twice trundled Hongkong 
out on a rain-damaged pitch. 
This is a repetition of a common 
happening incricket; after fleld- 
ing out a long innings .a team 
often fails to do itself juszice 
when its turn comes to occupy 
the crease. All the same Shang- 
hai, especially Capt. Barrett, 
Ollerdessen, and Dr. O'Hara, 
deserve high praise for their 
splendid all-round form. Among 
the Colony’s team Rumjaba, one 
of the las: choices, amply 
vindicated his selection by carry- 
ing out bis bat fortop score. But 
why was thie player, who headed 
the Colonys bowling averages 
‘the season before last, not given 
a turn with the ball while Shang. 
hai were running up soch a hefty 
score? 


China and the Hutuktu. 


According to a telegram 
teceived in Peking, the Govern. 
ment is being adjuared “not to lose 
the present golden opportunity” 
of recapturing Urga. The op 
portunity is represented as 
arising from dissensions between 
the Hutuoktu (or Living Buddha), 
who exercises temporal as well 
as spiritasl authority, and his 
Russian allies. Ever since the 
Mongolo-Russia forces drove the 
Chinese garrison- out of the 
capital of Outer Mongolia, there 
have been rumours of differences 
between the-two sections of 
this combination, and not Jong 
ago it was stated that Baron 
Ungern, the “White” leader, had 
80 far fallen out of favour that he’ 
was igoored at a banquet given 
by the Fema'e- Buddha—for the 
Hutuktu appears to be secalar 
enough to have 4 better half. 
Just lately, bowever, it was 
reported that Ungern bad 
been appointed “War Minis. 
ter.”. Anyhow, if China applies 
herself seriously to the task, the 
recapture of Urga ought tobe no 
great undertaking. At the most 
the enemy's troops, Mongo! and 
Russian, amount only 'to.a few 
thousands.

for pack transport, and the loads 
would bave to be taken off mule 
and carried. across these places. 
Whereas by going over the Jelep 
Sa zone of the leeches, heavy 
rair.fall is soon crossed and once 
in the Chambi valley the climate 
is excellent and there are no 
difficulties for pack transport. 
This is at present the main trade 
route into Tibet. 

Col. Bury is of opinion that 
yaks would probably be the chief 
means of transport in the moun- 
tajns. They are hardy animals. 
and he thinks it would be possible 
to use them for trarisport up to at 
least 20,000 feet. 

There is’no fear of communi- 
cation with the expedition beios 
cut off, at any rate during the 
period of reconnaissance. It is 
axceptéd that communications 
could,be kept up with the outer 
and lower world the whole time 
as there i4.a telephone and tele- 
graph fine from Darjeeling to 
Gyantse.

Long a banker, Mr. Herrick 
secured this accommodation by & 
simple banking proposition. The 
French Government had. ta 
make immediate war purchases 
in America. The U.S. Ambasss~ 
dor induced the Government to 
deposit $6,000,000 for such 
porchases on account with 
American bankers in Paris. The 
Government did so, at the rate 
of five franca te the dollar; later 
the Government increased the 
amount to $18,000,0v0. The 
American bankers in Paris, 
alarmed, put their safes in the 
Embassy cellar. The result of 
Mr. Herrick’s transaction was 
that Amorican letters and cheques 
were paid not only in France 
but also in Switzerland, Italy, 
and Spain.

price is a very different 
figure if the Tate of 
exchange moves to $2.50 per 
English pound. This. provides 
two variables—first, the Coinese 
or Indian rate on England aod 
then the London-rate on New 
York; and all the mysteries of 
wariations in the price of silver 
come down to these two factors, 
so that the mysteries are simpli- 
city itself. They are simply 
buying and selling by responsible 
banks ‘through 
brokers. Silver is a commodity 
and travels up and down in 
response toe supply and demand 
and cannot be made to follow 
the wishes of producers any more 
than whest or cotton can be kapt 
within certain bounds.” 


COMPETITION FROM OTHER 
MARKETS. 
- Answering a question on the 
subject of competition from other 
silver markets this same aathority

“Outside competition would 
hardly stand e chance within the 
next 50 years, if that. First of 
altra- broker requires a-elientele 
on both dides of the ledger; for 
justance, st present the large 
supplies of Continental silver re- 
sulting from the melting down of 
Continental currencies come to 
the brokers through their ‘old 
Continental customers, collected 
together into their books through 
the experince of yeats and 
years.

Inst nine 
months there supplies of Con- 
tinental silver bave bean very 
muéh larger than supplies of 
American silver—in “fact, the 
market has been, to 2 Isrge 
extent, independent of American 
supplies—-and we believe that 
there were times when America 
sold nothing bere, tu, instead, 
sold it for delivery in ‘San 
Francisco to sxchange banks (re- 
presentatives of ‘the exchange 
banks here). .
